A THIRD of all schools in Haringey face 
plunging into the red by the end of the year. 

The borough has the second-highest proportion of 
schools with financial problems in the country, 
according to figures obtained by the Liberal Dem¬ 
ocrats under the Freedom of Information Act.

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The shock revelation has 
prompted fears of rampant 
cost-cutting in the form of 
redundancies and rising class 
sizes which may lead to declin¬ 
ing standards. 

Councillor Gail Engert, Lib 
Dem children, schools and 
families spokeswoman, said 
the situation was “worrying”. 

She added: “We’re already 
experiencing a squeeze on 
money from central govern¬ 
ment and this can only get 
worse. What’s unclear is 
whether the high number of 
schools experiencing budget 
problems will have an effect on 
teacher numbers, class sizes 
and resources.” 

The figures stem from a 
history of underinvestment in 
Haringey, according to the 
borough’s largest teaching 
union, the National Union of 
Teachers. The branch last year 
launched a campaign to change 
the funding formula and secure 
more money for the borough’s 
schools. NUT branch secretary 


Tony Brockman said: “It’s 
hardly surprising that our 
schools have some of the low¬ 
est cash reserves in the country. 

“They result from years 
of systematic government 
underfunding. 

“Haringey receives about 
£1,000 less per pupil each year 
than Camden, Islington and 
Hackney and would need an 
extra £35million each year to 
bring it up to the same level as 
its neighbours. 

“Our Fair Deal For Funding 
campaign restarts this term 
with strong support from head¬ 
teachers and school governors 
who’ve signed up. 

“We’ve only two terms left to 
win this battle before the gov¬ 
ernment decides on a new 
funding formula. But with 
cross-party support, and the 
whole school community in 
support, we can win this.” 

Because Haringey is classed 
as “outer-Fondon”, it receives 
a government spend of just 
£4,987 per pupil per year - 


even before the widely antici¬ 
pated cuts in public spending, 
our schools are already facing 
financial difficulties. 

Joan McVittie, headteacher 
at Woodside High School in 
Wood Green, said she would 
struggle to balance the books 
in the academic year. She has 
already chosen not to replace 
four teachers who left this year 
to stave off a deficit. She said: 
“Though it hasn’t compro¬ 
mised our curriculum, we’ve 
had to make changes and I’d 
say there is considerable pres¬ 
sure on many schools in the 
borough. Both political parties 
have indicated cuts of around 
ten per cent are on the horizon. 

“The sooner schools start to 
recognise that, the more likely 
we are to weather the storm.” 

Only North Tyneside has a 
higher proportion of schools in 
financial trouble. Nationally, 
some of the poorest areas in 
England are among those top¬ 
ping the list for budget deficits.

THE campaign for fairer funding for 
Haringey schoolchildren now has nearly

In an unprecedented alliance of 
Haringey’s political parties, trade unions 
and other groups, all bodies interested in 
education in the borough have joined 
forces in the Fair Deal For Haringey Chil¬ 
dren campaign. Their aim is to improve 
funding for the borough’s schools after it 
emerged pupils in Haringey are being 
shortchanged by an unfair system of 
funds allocation by the government. 

While Hackney gets £6,170 per pupil 
per year, Camden £6,161 and Islington 
£5,812, schools in Haringey receive just 
£4,987 per child. 

Research carried out earlier this year 
by Haringey Schools’ Forum, which rep¬ 
resents headteachers and school govern¬ 
ing bodies in the borough, showed even 
some “outer” Fondon boroughs, includ¬ 
ing Barnet, Brent and Harrow, receive 
seven per cent more school funding 
than Haringey under the Area Cost 
Adjustment. Though Haringey is 
fourth on the list of the most deprived

Fondon boroughs, it is funded as if it 
were much more affluent.

Burglaries 
take toll in 
classrooms 

THIEVES have looted more 
than £32,000 of computers and 
other equipment from schools 
during the past four years. 

There were 27 break-ins at 
primaries and secondaries were 
targeted 18 times since 2006, 
according to figures obtained 
from Haringey Council. 

In 2006 alone, insurance 
payments totalling £15,252 
were claimed after thieves 
smashed their way into 
schools 14 times. 

Many have resorted to 
installing sophisticated alarm 
systems, entry phones, locks 
on internal doors and secure 
perimeter fencing as well as 
employing security managers 
to live on-site. But the cost to 
schools in stolen equipment 
has steadily decreased over the 
past three years. 

Tony Brockman, secretary of 
Haringey’s National Union of 
Teachers, said: “There’s 
nothing more soul destroying 
for children and teachers than 
when they find their classroom 
has been ransacked. 

“Fortunately the statistics 
show that Haringey school 
security has improved 
immensely and these 
burglaries are becoming less 
and less frequent.”

Advertiser helps fire-stricken resident move 


A WOMAN who endured four 
months in a reeking, burnt-out 
council flat in Tottenham was 
finally given alternative hous¬ 
ing on the day we highlighted 
her plight in The Advertiser. 

A fire ripped through the flat 


of Yvonne Douglas, 48, in 
Blaydon Close in May. She was 
forced to sleep on a camp bed 
on plastic crates, surrounded by 
her stinking belongings. 

Despite repeatedly contacting 
Haringey Council with the help 
of her lawyer, doctor and MP 
David Lammy, she was finally 
told she could move on Septem¬ 
ber 9, receiving the call hours 
after the article was published. 

“If this hadn’t gone in the 
paper, I’d still be in that horrible 
place,” said Miss Douglas from 
the new flat in Lordship Lane. 

“I feel better now I’ve moved 
but I can’t believe it came to this. 

“Nobody would listen to me. 
They contacted me on the 
Wednesday and wanted me to 


move straight away, without 
giving me time to sort out my 
gas or electric. Eventually I 
came here on Friday.” 

Now living in emergency 
temporary accommodation, 
Miss Douglas has yet to find 
out how long she will stay but is 
adamant she does not want to 
return to her former flat. 

She suffers from depression 
and sciatica, but despite her dif¬ 
ficulties was trying to improve 
her situation, working toward 
several qualifications including 
an NVQ in cookery. 

She described her anger and 
frustration that nothing had 
been done sooner, saying she 
had “almost given up” before 
she contacted the Advertiser.

Paradise Park is 
sheer heaven for 
wildlife... and for 
families as well! 


I T WAS slap bang in the mid¬ 
dle of the school term and 
the kids needed a day out. 
Or rather, their mum needed to 
get the kids out of the house 
before she went loopy. 

Going through the list of big 
days out - Chessington, Thorpe 
Park et al - didn’t strike us grown¬ 
ups as much to look forward to, 


what with their huge crowds, 
expensive tickets, driving half the 
day to get there, the huge 
crowds, over-priced food, mas¬ 
sive queues for everything and, of 
course, those huge crowds. 

That was when the idea of a 
return trip to Paradise Wildlife 
Park came to mind. 

It has been a good few years 


since I had spent a day at the 
zoo in Broxbourne, and much 
has changed in both our worlds. 

While I now had my own fam¬ 
ily to take along, the zoo has 
developed and grown into 
something incredibly impressive. 

Whereas my visit of many 
years ago had been enjoyable, 
apart from a snake doing a 
number two down my arm, the 
site had been a somewhat bleak 
and forlorn place. The transfor¬ 
mation is jaw-dropping.

camels, talking to the parrots, trying to 
spot the sleeping cheetahs and being 
mere inches away from a snow leopard 
that had climbed up next to the view¬ 
ing platform, there is so much to do. 

But while the big cats will always be 
impressive - and the white lions cer¬ 
tainly were awesome to watch - Par¬ 
adise Wildlife Park offers a family day 
out that is never less than brilliant. 

For the blazing hot day we were there, 
the Paradise Lagoon paddling pool was 
the perfect place for the kids to cool 
down and have a picnic, before we tried 
out the adventure playgrounds (includ¬ 


ing a full-sized Thomas The Tank Engine 
which made my two-year-old son stop 
dead in his tracks as he took in the 
wonder of the vision before him). 

To spend our afternoon, we had 
arranged to go on a Magic Tour - one 
of the many varied Animal Experiences 
which the park offers. 

Being taken around the attractions by 
an experienced zoo-keeper gave a 
whole new insight into what we had 
already seen that morning. Her knowl¬ 
edge opened our eyes to what the 
park’s development over the years 
means for its animals and its behind- 


the-scenes conservation work revealed 
remarkable dedication from its staff. Our 
zoo keeper, for instance, is raising a 
baby wallaby which has become sepa¬ 
rated from its mother. This had meant 
taking it home at the end of each day 
and feeding it every hour and a half 
through the night! 

During our Magic Tour my daughter 
and I also got up close and personal with 
lizards, snakes, camels, tapirs and, for 
the finale, headed over to the penguins 
for feeding time. We held out fish to 
grasping necks, which gobbled them up 
with surprising speed - so surprising that 


it was too scary for my four-year-old and 
she legged it back to the keeper’s hut. 

Other tours are available during which 
you can get to feed the tigers, shadow 
various zoo keepers or handle birds of 
prey. We didn’t even get to see the daily 
shows with the animals or head into the 
soft-play Tumble Jungle, despite its 
respite opportunity of a Starbucks cafe. 

My son, who normally has a 
lunchtime kip, kept going until we got 
ready to leave at about 5pm - and was 
asleep before we had left the car park, 
when he must have finally realised that 
is was safe to close his eyes as there 



was nothing more that he might miss. 

So if you have less than fond memo¬ 
ries of Paradise Wildlife Park, perhaps 
from school trips, now is the time to 
revisit it. The changes will simply blow 
you away, and the quality of its many 
attractions far outweigh a day trudging 
around Legoland. I really can’t recom¬ 
mend it too highly.

AN AXE-WIELDING 
teenager who terrified staff 
while attempting to rob a 
service station has been jailed 
for three years. 

Motahar Sharif, 18, of Perry 
Court, Haringey, was sentenced 
at Wood Green Crown Court 
on Friday after pleading guilty 
to attempted robbery and 
possessing points and blades.

I KEEP passing The Soloist poster 
on the Underground and it bugs the 
hell outta me. 

There’s Jamie Foxx, obviously on 
his uppers, but playing a cello, while 
Robert Downey Jr, on his haunches, 
watches him intently with something 
approaching awe - the awesome¬ 
ness of the moment accentuated by 
a white shining light signifying 
“genius” or “wonder” or “Wow - 
poor black people can make music 
just like us white middle-class folk”. 

The tag “based on a true story” 
seems to nail this as a sentimental, 
Hollywood adaptation of a tougher, 
true life event - happy ending oblig¬ 
atory no matter what happened to 
the cellist. 

Well, I was partly right. The sub¬ 
ject matter is encapsulated in the 
poster image, and it never feels as 
though anything really bad is going 
to happen to the protagonists as in 
bad old life, but British director Joe 
Wright does what he did so well in 
his adaptations of Atonement and 
Pride And Prejudice, and injects a 
little more innovation and realism 
into the source material than might 
have been gleaned from that stom¬ 
ach-churning image. 


In 2005 Los Angeles Times jour¬ 
nalist Steve Lopez heard down-and- 
out Nathaniel Ayers playing his two 
string violin. Realising Ayers’ poten¬ 
tial as a musician - and a column - 
Lopez began recording his meetings 
with Ayers in the LA Times, befriend¬ 
ing the troubled but talented individ¬ 
ual, and turning the columns into a 
book on which this film is based. 

Never looking away from the mis¬ 
eries of homelessness and mental 
illness, Wright tackles both of Ayers’ 
afflictions with admirable aplomb 


and he’s constantly seeking new 
ways to look at what is essentially 
a pretty standard buddy movie. 

Distorting sound is one favoured 
method while his attempt to capture 
the impact of a Beethoven sym¬ 
phony on Ayers through colourful 
visuals is inspired. 

Both Foxx and Downey Jr are as 
watchable as ever as the former 
continues his quest to play as many 
brilliant, afflicted black musicians as 
possible.

Do agents charge fees? 

Yes agents usually charge to cover the cost of taking up references, but 
some try to charge other costs which professional firms like us deem to 
be unfair so always check first. It is always best to go through an agent 
who is member of a professional body. Ask the university if they have a list 
of agents they recommend.

REDKNAPP FACES 
AN INJURY CRISIS 



King and Bassong both sidelined to 
add to Tottenham’s defensive woes

HARRY REDKNAPP is facing a crisis in his 
defence after both Ledley King and Sebastien 
Bassong were forced off with injury in 
Tottenham Hotspur’s 3-0 defeat at Chelsea 
on Sunday. 

King lasted barely a half before he pulled 
a hamstring, while Bassong was stretch- 
ered off with suspected concussion not 
long after - although doctors later 
cleared him to return to Spurs Lodge 
to receive further treatment. 

And, with Michael Dawson 
and Jonathan Woodgate still 
on the sidelines, Spurs boss 
Redknapp is alarmingly short 
of centre backs ahead of 
Saturday’s Premier League 
clash against Burnley at 
White Hart Lane. 

“Ledley is so important 
for us, but if you don’t train 
you can’t just go out and 
play without doing ham¬ 
strings, groins or calves,” the 
manager said. 

“Bassong doesn’t look too 
good, either. He got a bang 
on the head. His eye’s all 
swollen up. It doesn’t look 
too clever at all. 


“Woodgate’s nowhere near playing again. He 
went to see a specialist again yesterday, we 
haven’t got to the bottom of the injury at all. He 
had an operation last season and he’s come 
back no better. 

“Dawson has a chance, he’s the one.” 
Chelsea heaped more misery on Spurs 
as they ran out comfortable winners at 
Stamford Bridge, where the Blues are 
unbeaten against their London rivals 
in 19 years. 

Redknapp rightly pointed out that his 
side should have had a penalty after 
Ashley Cole had put Chelsea ahead 
when Robbie Keane was clearly 
tripped by Ricardo Carvalho, but ref¬ 
eree Howard Webb waved away 
the appeals. 

Michael Ballack scored 
three minutes later, and 
Didier Drogba sealed a 
comprehensive win - 
handing Spurs their second 
defeat in a row after winning 
their first four. 

The penalty decision, Ledley 
going off - they were the turning 
points,” Redknapp added. “We 
defended abysmally for the second 
goal but we couldn’t handle Drogba. 
“As soon as Ledley went I knew we 
couldn’t handle him.” 


Young athletes claim creditable 
sixth in European Clubs Cup 



THE stars of the future at Enfield and 
Haringey Athletic Club had to settle for a 
sixth-placed finish in Saturday’s 
European Junior Champion Clubs 
Cup in Moscow. 

The under-20 men’s team at the 
club won the right to represent Great 
Britain at the prestigious event - for a 
ninth consecutive year - by winning the 
male section of the national junior 
league in 2008. 

But they found the going tough as they 
took on seven other leading clubs from 
across the continent. 

Jordan Huggins secured Enfield and 
Haringey’s only individual victory by 
taking the 200metres in 22.22seconds, 
while he also claimed top spot in a non¬ 
scoring 100m in 10.90secs. 

A busy day for Huggins then saw 
him anchor the 4x100m relay 


team, which also included Sean Safo-Antwi, 
Rhion Samuel and Reece Noonan, to a 
creditable fourth place (43.24secs). 

Ben Nagy (pictured) came home second 

in the 3,000m steeplechase (9minutes 
23.53secs), while the best perfor¬ 
mance in the field saw Jay Hill 
finish third in the hammer 
(60.29m). 

Jordan Henwood cleared 4.20m 
to come fourth in the pole vault, 
a result matched by Chris 
Baker in the high jump (2.03m). 
Host club ASC Moscow proved to 
be comfortable winners of the 
event, with Spanish outfit 
Playas de Castellon finish¬ 
ing as runners-up. 

Enfield and Haringey re¬ 
turn to action when the cross 
country season begins next month.
